the explosion of three charges of nitroglycerine with which the safe

The burglars entered the village of 
Baldwin in a rubber-tired buggy about 
2a.m. Tuesday. The buggy was drawn 
by @ span of dark horses and went at 
ence 'to the bank. Three of the bur- 
glars went inside the bank after forcing 
the door and one man remained outside 
on guard. 

The first explosion of nitroglycerin 
aroused Cashier Preston, who lives 
across the street from. the bank, and 
he. hurriedly dressed and made an

The shooting aroused the entire town 
and a dozen men got rifles and revolv~- 
ers and went to the aid of Preston. 

In. the meantime the burglars had re- 
turned to the safe and had discharged 
another charge of explosive. The look- 
out continued to shoot up and down 
the street, the firing being almost con- 
tanuous. 

A third explosion of nitroglycerine 
was discharged, but by that time so 
many citizens had appeared that the 
burglars took fright. They ran from 
the building, jumped into the buggy, be- 
gan firing up and down the street, and 


drove away to the north. They had

away before pursuit was undertaken. 

This morning the bank building looked 
like a wreck. The front of the place 
was biown out and the furniture was 
demolished» The tafe doors were torn 
and twisted and the safe was demoi- 
shed. 

Money Torn Ww Shreds. 

It is thought that the last explosion 
was the one that did the most damage 
and after it was fired the burglars had

He car- 
ried Mrs. Carter, half conscious and 
helpless from terror, down the stairs, 
and, on his return, bore the pretty 
daughter down a ladder, which he 
had entered the second-story window.

Charles Carter, Mrs. Carter’s 14-year- 
cld son, escaped from the building by 
crawling out of a second-story window 
to the frame storm door over a rear side 
door. and leaping to the ground, i5 feet 
bélow. He Was unhurt except for triv- 
jal bruises. Both Mrs. Carter and her 
daughter were rescued in their night 
clothes. 

Samuel Zavach of #198 Cook avenue, 
who discovered the fire; ran: barefooted 
to turn in an alarm, and returned to 
the burning house to join in the futile 
effort at saving furniture. Practically 
verything fn the front rooms. of the 
house On beth floors was inst. 

The Certer home consists of three 
rooms on the firgast floor and three on 
the second floor of a. brick dwelling 
divided into two apartments. Zavach 
occupies the other side of the building. 

Mra. Carter and her daughter occupied 
the front second-story room, immediate- 
ly above the parlor, where the fire origi- 
nated. The son slept in the room back 
of them. A back stairway led from the 
rear room to a side door at the back of 
the house A window from Mrs. Carter's 
room overlooked the back vard arid the 
rear side door. Over this door was 2a 
frame storm door. 

Miss May Shay. sister of Willlam 
Shay, discovered the fire at almoat the 
same time as Zavach, and at once awak- 
ened her brother. Her father, Patrick 
Shay. assistant fire chief, was not in the 
house.

Sister Views Heroism. 

Donning only his shoes and trousers, 
young Shay rushed forth into the cold 
morning air to the house. The blaze 
lighted the street and threw a strong 
glare on the adjoining buildings, but 
Shay saw et once that the occupants 
of the house were not outside. 

With his sister. looking on. he 
snatched the ladder from the ground 
in the rear of the house. placed it 
against the window, sealed {ft and 
smashed in the window. 

Putting his arm through, he unfas. 
tened the clasp. raised the window and 
climbed into a room filled with smoke. 
From a corner where the bed stood 
came a faint moan. 

Choking with the fumes, young Shay 
made his way to the hed. 

“The back  stairway,”’ 
gasped faintly. 

Shay understood at once, and lifted 
the helpless figure in his arms, Stag- 
gering more from the oppression of the 
air than from the woman's weight, he 
made his way to the stairway and down 
to the doorway. It was fastened on the 
inside with a bolt, and he soon placed 
Mrs. Carter in the arms of Mrg. H. D. 
Raber, her sister, who lives at 4023 Cook 
avenue. 

A gust of smoke from the open door 
warned Shay that ascent by the stairs 
be dangerous, and he climbed 
again to the second-story window by 
way of the ladder. When he re-entered 
the bedchamber he found Miss Carter 
making a frantic effort to save some of 
the clothing in the room. 

Hurriedly warning the girl of her 
danger, Shay lifted her in his arms and 
elamvered through the window to the 
ladder. The perilous descent was made 
amid the fightened silence of his sister, 
Mrs. Carter, and Mr. and Mrs. Baber, 
who stood shivering on the ground. 

Just as Shay emerged from the win- 
dow he saw Oharles Carter climb from 
the window over the storm door. He 
called to the boy: “Don't jump. T'li 
come back and get you all right.’

. COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 19.—The suit 
for $100,000 of former Secretary of State 
Sam B. Cook against the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, growing out of the fail- 
ure of the Salmon & Salmon Bank of 
Clinton, was taken up here last night 
before Circult Judge Waller on a de- 
murrer filed by the defendant. 
\, Briefly, this demurrer set forth that, 
Mr. Cook's petition failed to state a 
cause for legal action. It pointed out 
that the Post-Dispatch, in directing at- 
tention to the condition of the Salmon 
Bank and asking why it had not been 
closed before its confiding depositors 
lost ail their savings, In view of the 
report of a State bank examiner that 
it had been insolvent since 1908, was ex- 
ercising the lawful right of comment 
by a public journal in relation to a 
matter of vital public Importance. Judge 
Waller, at the conclusion of the argu- 
ments of Judge Williams of Boonville 
and Attorney Silver of Jefferson City 
for Mr. Cook, and ex-Attorney-General 
Crow and F. N. Judson, representing 
the Post-Dispatch requested the attor- 
neys to file briefs within the next two 
weeks. 
-He intimated that in view of the 
Breat issue involved in the case, name- 
ly, the question as to how far a public 
jeurnal might go in its criticism of pub- 
lic officials, he would defer his decision 
for probably a month. 
Untruth Not Alleged. 
Mr. Judson, in presenting the demur- 
rer to the Court, emphasized that the 
.~ petition of the plaintiff did not charge 
that the article that appeared in the 
Post-Dispatch in reference to the Sal- 
mon Bank failure, in which 600 families 
lost a total of $700,000, was false or in- 
accurate. 
‘“*“When an article published concern- 
ing a person, be hea private citizen or 
@ public individual, is untrue, ‘and it 
sanding matter calculated to injure his 


- 


nding in the community, then there 
is a presumption of malice,”’ said Mr. 
Judson. 

‘But no such Inference may be drawn 
from Mr. Cook's petition. That the Sal- 
mon Bank was hopelessly insolvent at 
the time it closed its doors is a notor!- 
éus fact.. This petition does not deny it. 
If it was insolvent, and the fact of its 
insolvency brought ruin to hundreds of 
Ynsuspecting depositors, as the Post- 
Dispatch charged, then why was not 
the failure a subject of legitimate 
newspaper comment? 

: The Right of Criticism. 

“What is the right of the public press 


in reference to a public official in com- 
menting upon his actions and his poli- 
dies, provided there is no false statement 
of facts?” asked Mr. Judson. 
‘That is the broad proposition  in- 
volved in this case. Shall the court say 
the press should be silent? How would 
Gur insurance scandals have come to 
light had it not been for the constant 
prodding of the newspapers demanding 
* an investigation of their affairs? 
\“There is no allegation in the petition 
that Mr. Cook’s-personal character has 
been assailed. There is no mention of 
his name in the article on which he 
bases his action. But there is mention} 
of the fact that Maj. Harvey W. Sal- 
ynon, one of the owners of the Salmon 
& Salmon Bank, was for some ime 
prominent in the Democratic councils 
of Missouri, and was at one/ time chair- 
man of the Democratic Central Commit- 
tee. Is the Democratic party, or the 
Democratic machine, as the phrase 1s 
ured in the article, suing for defama- 
tion of character? Not at all. Does 
Maj. Salmon ask damages? I dare say 
we shall never hear of him charging 
atiybody with libeling him in connection 
with the failure of the Clinton bank,”

It is freely predicted in Jefferson City 
that the decision of the Supreme Court, 
which will be handed down Saturday in 
the proceedings begun some time ago 
by officers of the Delmar Jockey Club 
to prevent the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment from invading St. Louis County 
to prevent violations of the anti-pool- 
selling law and the illegal sale of li- 
quor, will sustain the attitude of Gov. 
Folk and the Police Commissioners. 

The action grows out of the stopping 
of bookmaking at the Delmar track last 
Summer. St. Louis policemen forced 
their way into the track inclosure and 
remained there while the races were 
run, and one day arrested a number of 
bookmakers and their employes, taking 
them in patrol wagons to Four Qourts. 

Managers of the racetrack applied to 
Judge Marshall for a writ of prohibition 
to prevent interference with the oper- 
ation of the track. In Oétober Judge 
Marshall overruled the application, and 
in that decision practically decided that 
the St. Louis police shad authority to 
go into-the county to make arrests. 

This right is based. according to Judge 
Marshall, on the scheme of separation 
of the city of St. Louis from the county, 
which was adopted in 1879.

Washington: 

“The President and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral seem to be congratulating each 
other that the Government lost its case 
against the Santa Fe Railroad Co. If 
they were always so certain there was 
nothing in the case, I do not understand 
why they turned it over to Mr. Judson 
and myself, 

“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion found and reported that the com- 
pany had for years flagrantly broke the 
law against rebates. We refused to be- 
lleve that the corporation had slipped 
out of nights and handed over the re- 
bates while the officers in charge were 
abed. We proposed to proceed against 
them accordingly. This course was dis- 
approved and we thereupon resigned. 

“The President then proceeded  him- 
self to hold’ a ‘bed of justice’ and have 
a trial by leiter. He announced what 
was a cross between a judgment of not 
guilty and a pardon, in which the Attor- 


ney-Genera] concurred. If, after that, 
anybody expected anything from the 
further prosecution of the case, that 


person is now disappointed.

NBW YORK, Dec. 19.—Abraham H. 
Hummel, the lawyer who for several 
days has been on trial in the Supreme 
Court on a charge of conspiracy in 
connection with the Dodge-Morse di- 
vorce litigation, today elected to allow 
his case to go to the jury solely on 
the evidence submitted by his accusers. 

The prosecution finished its case yes- 
terday and when the trial was resumed 
today, counsel for Hummel announced 
that they were prepared to rest their 
case. They did not care to offer any 
evidence in defense. Hummel'’s coun- 
sel contended that the jury should not 
believe the testimony of Charies F. 
Dodge, building their argument for the 
defendant around this point. 

Dodge was the first husband of Mrs. 
C. V. Morse. He testified yesterday 
that Hummel gave him several hun- 
dred dollars and that he perjured him- 
self in giving testimony to prove his 
original divorce from Mrs, Morse. 

“There is but one point in this case 
for the jury to decide,’’ said John B. 
Stanchfield of Hummel’s counsel, “and 
that is do they believe that Dodge, in 
the privacy of a law office, told Hum- 
mel that he had been served with the 
summons in his wife's divorce case. 
Dodge has admitted that he is a per- 
jurer and I don't think the jury can 
believe a liar who becomes a witness 
for the prosecution so as to escape go- 
ing to prison for perjury.”’ 

Charles F. Dodge freely admitced 
every 30 seconds or so during cross-ex- 
amination that he had perjured him- 
self in the divorce proceedings, the re- 
sult of whith is the trial of Lawyer 
Hummel for using that perjured affida- 
vit to annul Mrs. Dodge’s divorce. 

He told of his perjuries, of his de- 
mands for money and of receiving %6000 
from Hummel, as placidly as if he were 
jl describing the weather.

He is doing a work of great ‘social 
value and society must see to it that he dees it in

ation today at the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road tunnél in Long Island City. 

For more than thirty hours these two 
workmen have been entombed in this 
tunnel by the cave-in of its mouth, and 
it is by no means certain that there 
are only two men buried. The police 
of Long Island City say there are six. 
The tunnel] is being built under the 
East River to Manhattan Isiand, but 
the entombed men are not under the 
river bed. They are sealed up in the 
approach under Long Island City, and 
it is reported that the water from the 
river, which now fills the part of the 
tunnel directly under the river bed, is 
kept back from them by the force of 
compressed air continually pumped in- 
to their prison chamber. The workers 
assert that the water must have flowed 
into the part of the tunnel where their 
comrades are buried, and that they 
have saved themselves from its rise by 
climbing upon a ledge of rock near the 
roof of the tunnel. 


Danger in Rescue. 


The rescuers are sinking a _  40-foot 
shaft straight toward the roof of the tun- 
nel as near the place where the work- 
men are supposed to be as is possibie 
to estimate. If this shaft is not very 
close to the men there is danger when 
it at last pierces the cement roof that 
the compressed air which will be re- 
leased will allow the water to enguif 
the men before their comrades can 


take them out. 
The life shaft was 30 feet deep, but
